The 
Pollution of Oratofee Buds 
T 


HERE seems to be quite a little discussion in the Covina valley 
this year concerning the success of several ranchers in spraying 
for 
the elimination of the "altenaVi citri," or the fungus that 
apparently gets into the bud gust-prior to its full opening in 
'the 
spring. For years the ranchers haye been puzzled by the forma­ 
tion of a black spot - inside* of the orange and invisible, which causes 
the 
fruit to drop when it gets to he as'laryfo as a walnut, .or/sometimes 
larger, 


There is not much doubt but that 
:T|e altenari citri fungus is re­ 
sponsible for this, but how to combat if has been.the question. Now 


it seems that a spraying with the ordinary lime-sulphur solution at 
the right time will conquer this disease. Several ranchers have made 
the trial and cleaned their orchards, after having gone through pre­ 
vious years with this fungus very prevalent. 


Sprayers say that'it is not difficult to thoroughly spray the fruit 
blossoms if taken at the right time. It is certain that good work has 
been Vl.one in this line, and it, may be that spraying will entirely obvi­ 
ate this trouble. It is one of the absorbing questions at the present 
time, and a good subject to bring up during the spring months. 


Boosting Our Credit 


HE 
SATURDAY Evening Cost says that in January three mil­ 
lion dollars of gold was shippM'from Shanghai-to San Fran­ 
cisco for the account of a New York bank. 
This, we believe, 


is the first movement of gold on„nny» important scale from China 


to 
America, for London is China's iiiterWtionnl hanker, and debts 
due in this country have heretofore been paid by drafts on the Eng­ 
lish capital. In the same week arrauge-ments were announced for the 
shipment of French gold to New Yorjc, jiud the Russian government 
established a credit of twenty-live million dollars with Morgan and- 
Company. 


For 
some time things of that, sort hW'ij.heen occurring until nearly 
every important, country has opened a Imnk account here, either by 
shipment; of gold or by semiring credit from syndicates of American 
banks. They arc, of course, pinrlHtsingrlf/odstuffs, army supplies, and 


so on, from us in large quantities and miiSi have ready means of mak­ 
ing payments. 
Hut in the past payments for such purchases would 
usually have been made by London <|rafl, and the establishment of 
direct credits in this country on an extensive scale is an innovation. 


For 
three months last fall there wfl| no big banking center outside 


of America in which a foreigner's credit was immediately available. 


In London, Paris, Vienna. Rome, and so on, there were moratoriums, 
and in Berlin what amounted to the same thing, so far as concerned 


a foreign bill of exchange. One might have had any amount of money 
owing to him in any of these capitals and yet have been unable to 
collect a dollar. 


Renewal of European moratoriums is improbable, hut by no means 
impossible while the war lasts. No such unpleasant contingency at­ 
taches to a hank balance in this covnitry. A credit in the. Tinted 
States looks more attractive than ever before. European investment 
markets are still closed to foreign applicants and will no doubt re- 
mt'.in so indefinitely. 


The 
New York investment market is restricted, but still the freest 
in the world. That also will eventually help Uncle Sam's position as 
an international banker.

PRECOOLING FACTORY AT LORDSBURG 


J^T A cost of $50,000 an ice-making 
and precooling plant surpassing in 
equipment anything to be found else­ 
where has been built and the capacity 
of the packing house has been gruatly 
increased at Lordsburg. 


The Ice plant has been in operation 
for 
several 
days. The precooling 
plant lacks only the Installation of the 
conveying system to be in readiness 
for use. This system is now being in­ 
stalled by the Alva Ferguson com­ 
pany. 
By it the boxes of fruit, after 
being nailed up at the presses, will 
be conveyed automatically, 
making 
further 
handling 
unnecessary 
until 
they reach the precooling rooms. Af­ 
ter being cooled they will again be 
conveyed by this labor-saving syntem 
up to the car platform. 


The main building of the enlarged 
packing house Is 124 feet In width by 
200 feet in length. Hack of this i* the 
machinery room, r>2x">0, and the stor­ 
age room, 50x00; thus the buildings 
extend a total distance oT more than 
.'{00 feet along the Santa Fe right of 
way, where they present an Impres­ 
sive- appearance to the passengers of 
the fourteen ' express and overland 
trains which go.through dally over that 
system. 
All the buildings have been 
painted In drab, with red roof. 


Tho washing and drying system Is 
now arranged with two units, so that 
one or both may be operated as occa­ 
sion requires. Every appliance In the 
big packing room Is so arranged as 
to afford the highest degree of econ­ 
omy and efficiency. 
The capacity of 
the house Is twelve or fourteen car­ 
loads daily. 
The Six Large 
Precooling Rooms 
^Tho six precooling large rooms oc­ 
cupy a space 80x120 feet In the west 
part of the basement. Thoy 
face 
upon a wide hallway, where tho fruit 
is brought In by tho conveyor system. 
The rooms are arranged three upon 
either side of the coll room. The con­ 
struction of tho outer walls Is of con­ 
crete, against which a three-Inch cork 
board IB laid In Portland cement nnd 
plastered over on the inside. The 
floors havo u four-Inch concrete base, 
above which Is laid three inches! of 
cork, topped by a two-inch 
plank 
floor, the cracks of which are cement- 
od with pitch, thus hermitally seal­ 
ing tho room against any Invasion 8f 
moisture 
from 
below. 
The inside 
partitions are of wood, insulated with 
a six-Inch thickness of shavings. 


Salt brine from the ice 
tank is 
pumped through the system of colls 
in the coll room at a temperature of 
from zero to ten above 
This cools 
the air as it passes oyer the colls and 
Is forced by a huge fan. through large 
concrete ducts to the cooling rooms. 
These ducts are built beneath the 
floor, 
saving 
that 
much additional 
storage space. They are of sufficient 
size to reduce the air resistance to 
the minimum and less than ten horse 
power is required to supply the 
rooms with 26,000 cubic feet of cold 
air per minute, making a complete 
change of air every three minutes. 
The air la received Into the upper part 
of the rooms at one end and dis­ 
charged 
through 
exit 
gates In r.he 
other end, thus keeping up a constant 
circulation. 
The rooms are of suffi­ 
cient capacity to accommodate twenty 
carloads of fruit. 


Model Machinery Room 


Tho machinery 
room 
is equipped 
with a 100 h. p. two-speed electric 
motor which drives the big compress­ 
or. 
Tho equipment was installed by 
the Vllter Mfg. Co of Milwaukee. 
The compressor has a capacity equiv­ 
alent to seventy tons of refrigeration 
per day when 
working at normal 
speed. The capacity of tho Ice plant 
Is twenty tons daily, although twenty- 
live tons per day are now being put 
through it for storage in tho big stor­ 
age room, the greater output being 
rendered possible by the greater ma­ 
chinery capacity. Tho Ice tanks each 
hold a .".00-lb. cake and when the wa­ 
ter In these has been turned Into Ice 
by Its Immersion In the cold brine the 
tank Is raised and carried by a trav­ 
eling crane to the chute leading Into 
tho storage room. The tank Is tipped 
so that the ice can slip out, which It 
does of Its own accord after a brief 
application of a stream of water over 
the outside of tho tank, and It Is con­ 
veyed to tho automatic elevator In the 
storage house which lifts them to the 
desired level. 
When 
taken 
out of 
storage the cakes are carried by a 
convoyor to an elevated 
platform 
alongside the cars, from which the ice 
is slipped into the bunkers. 


C. M, day & Sons are the engineers 
who superintended £he installation of 
tho precooling and ice-making plant. 
They have had large experience in 
this line of work and pronounce this 
a modol plant of its kind. 


Beans Are Shipped 
For Foreign Fighters 


Three cars of blackeye beans have 
left the Southern Pacific station at 
Puente this week, going to Wilming­ 
ton, Pier A, for loading aboard ves­ 
sels. 
They are billed in a general 
way for "southeastern points." 


The vague manner in which buyers 
have talked of the destination of the 
beans leads the Puente dealers to be­ 
lieve that the beans are bing shipped 
to the German army, in a roundabout 
course. For a number of weeks the 
buyers for foreign armies have been 
bidding hard for beans of all kinds, 
and this Is moving out the local crop 
at a fancy price. 
That the blackeye 
bean is excellent food in the fighting 
field has come to be well known. It 
makes a rich soup and stews up to a 
porridge that Is highly nutritious, al­ 
though the American people have com­ 
pared the flavor unfavorably with the 
better-known kinds of beans. The 
blackeye bean has a strong and musky 
flavor. To the fighting men at the 
front, however, they will be a god­ 
send. 


Spraying Walnuts 
For Aphis and Blight 


W. K. Newton, a rancher with large 
acreage In what Is known as the West 
Covlna or Walnut Center district, has 
Just finished spraying his .walnut orch­ 
ards with a lime sulphur solution, sim­ 
ilar to the solution used for the var­ 
iolous pests In orange orchards. The 
work has been done by F. C. McCand- 
less, and was for the elimination of 
the walnut aphis and the blight. 


In speaking of the work, Mr. New­ 
ton said that he sprayed In a similar 
manner last year, and that he was 
able to see tangible results from the 
worlt. He was able to see a large ln- 
tireaije In crop and quality on trees 
llhat were sprayed as againBt those 
that had not beet? sprayed. He said 
that he left several 
rows 
without 
spraying them, in order to test out the 
worth of the work, and ho is well sat 
isfled that It was effective. The spray­ 
ing is cheap, only costing about $3- to 
the acre. 


Mr. Newton's orchard bore one of 
the largest crops ever seen in that 
section last year, and a fine quality of 
nuts. In a general discussion among 
ranchers this spring it seems to be 
the opinion that there will be quite a 
little spraying done among the trees 
of from eight to ten years old.

ARCHITECT Cnrroll H. Brown, CI5 
Stlmson building, has been author­ 
ized by the board of trustees to pro­ 
ceed with tho preparation of working 
planB for the now high school build­ 
ings for tho Puonto Union high school 
district. 
Bonds in the sum of $05,- 
000 have beon voted and sold. About 
$45,000 will bo expended on the build­ 
ing, the remainder of the funds being 
used for the purchase of land and 
equipment. 
The buildings are to be 
Bltuatod on a tract of 10 acres. The 
complote Bchenie provides for a group 
of eight buildings, three of which are 
to bo oroctod at tho 
present 
time. 
They are administration, science, and 
commercial. 
The style of architec­ 
ture adopted Is Spanish Renaissance. 
The administration building will be a 
two-story structure 135x100 foot. The
